At one o'clock she lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness and physicians were has- 
tily summoned. 
A tube was placed 


in her throat by which means liquid 
food was taken into her stomach. She 
was then put to bed. 


Reports from the hospital early to- 


day said her condition was as well as 
could be expected and physicians de- 
nied that she resisted the forcible 
feeding. 
Up until the time she was 


forcibly fed she had been without
